Supervisor  McKay  said  that  he  felt  that  the  election  of  a Superintendent  of 
the  Poor  yesterday  was  not  a legal  election,  and  he  had  taken  it  upon  himself  to 
secure  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  Prosecuting  Attorney,  and  be  wished  to  read 
the  same.  Said  opinion  was  read  by  Supervisor  McKay,  and  is  as  follows: 
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C.  McKay ^ Esq.: 

Dear  Sir: — My  opinion  being  asked  by  yon  on  the  question  of  the  vote  for 
Superintendent  of  the  Poor  in  the  Board,  I reply: 

The  election  of  a Superintendent  of  the  Poor  and  other  officers  within  the 
power  and  duty  of  the  Board  to  appoint  was  made  special  order. 

There  were  20  members  of  the  Board  present  in  fact,  and  the  same  is  shown 
by  roll  call  of  the  Board  for  that  session.  But  19  voted  on  the  ballot  cast  for  such 
Superintendent,  10  of  which  were  for  one  man  and  9 for  another. 

The  question  is,  was  the  man  receiving  10  votes  duly  elected? 

Section  2476  Compiled  Laws  provides  that  a majority  of  all  the  Supervisors 
constitutes  a quorum.  On  all  questions  which  arise  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
a majority  of  those  present  is  necessary  to  a choice,  except  on  final  passage  or 
adoption  of  a measure  or  resolution,  or  allowance  of  claims,  when  a majority  of 
all  members  elect  is  required. 

Unless  it  can  be  claimed  that  by  refusing  to  vote  a member  is  to  be  therefore 
considered  absent,  there  is  in  this  case  no  election. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  a County,  refusal  of  vote 
cannot  be  held  to  create  an  absence  of  a member  actually  present. 

A majority,  at  least,  of  those  present  being  by  statute  necessary  to  a choice,  no 
such  majority  having  been  received  by  any  one  man,  there  is  no  election.
